lor a return of government to the 
control of those few, who, because 
of business ability or economic om- 
niscience, are supposed to be just 
a touch-above the average of our 
citizens. 


Fears "Selfish Few" 


"As in the days of Hamilton, we 


of our own generation should give 
them credit for pure intention and 
high ideals. Nevertheless, their type 
of political thinking could easily 
lead to government by selfish seek- 
ers for power and riches and glory. 
For the great danger is that once 
the government falls into the hands 
of a few elite, curtailment or even 
abolition of free elections might be 
adopted as the means of keeping 
them\ln power.

future, is how to demobilize this de- 
fense economy if and when 
real 


peace is eventually restored. The 
first is the problem of how 
to 


change from a predominantly civil- 
ian to a predominantly military 
economy; the second is the problem 
. of how to change back. 


I 
The first of these problems will be 


with us as soon as we have finished 
1he relatively easy stage of signing 
contracts for warships, airplanes and 
all the other equipment. For then 
there will begin to arise the ques- 
tion of priority; that is to say, the 
question of how to make sure that 
the defense industries get first call 
upon supplies of raw 
materials, 


tools, transportation, skilled labor, 
managerial and technical ability and 
credit. The administration of priori- 
ties is the crux of the whole busi- 
ness, and inevitably it requires com- 
pulsion, direct or implied, since the 
only way to give a defense contrac- 
tor priority over a competing civil- 
ian producer is by some exercise of ! 
authority. It is at this stage that the 
existing organization in Washington 
will have to be altered, the advisory 
commission made into an adminis- 
trating authority, with a 
rcspon- 


sibile head.

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What of the Research Bureau? 


One of the most disappointing featurfs 


of the Heil administration at Madison has 
been the performance of the research bu- 
reau under Mr. August Frey. 


Serious students of state and loca' 


government in Wisconsin congratulated 
the legislature and the governor for their 
perception of the invaluable services ob- 
tainable from, and the need for. a com- 
petent research authority under expert di- 
rection. Now, a year and a half after 
its establishment, it is plain that Director 
Prey, despite the expenditure of a hand- 
some appropriation, has muffed 1he ball, 
to put it baldly. 


The last activity of the research de- 


partment which the public knows any- 
thing about was its investigation of the 
state conservation department. But that 
job was ended almost before it was be- 
gun. Mysteriously Mr. Frey intimates thaf 


he will not go ahead until the governor 
gives him the signal, and it is widely re- 
ported that the governor is unwilling to 
give that signal, at least until after the 
election, despite the unearthing of some 
decidedly unsavory details about deals in- 
volving state properties. 


The conservation investigation inspired 


some hot disputes between the defenders 
and the critics of the conservation depart- 
ment. It is true that Frey's methods were 
not delicate. It is perhaps true that he 
weakened his case by carelessly imputing 
dishonesty to many persons 
who 
are 


doubtless good citizens and conscientious 
public servants. It is true that he lost 
his temper at hearings, uttered some lid- 
iculous opinions, and generally discred't- 
ed the investigation in the eyes of non- 
partisan citizens. 


But it is equally true that the record 


of the few hearings he conducted dis- 
close some aspects of state business which 
sober citizens will hesitate to approve. 


Mr. Frey did bring out, and the find- 


ing went without denial, that the conser- 
vation department allowed its employes 
to trade lands with it, violating the spirit 
of the law at the least, and, moreover, 
allowed the man personally involved to 
set the values on his property and that of 
<he state which he wished lo acquire. Mr. 
Frey brought to Madison a timber cruiser 
and real estate operator whose competency 
as a witness no one challenged who sworo 
under oath that the state's valuations, not 
only on its own properties, but on those 
proposed to be bought and traded, wer? 
careless and inaccurate, frequently to the 
financial disadvantage of the state. 


Those and sundry other details were 


uncovered during the partial investiga- 
tion. But since that time several months 
have elapsed, and there has been no pub- 
lic mention of the investigation by respon- 
sible Heil administration sources. Seem- 
ingly the investigation is to be left hang- 
ing on end indefinitely. 


Thus today the conservation depart- 


ment is under a cloud, its integrity per- 
force questioned as the result of the wide 
publicity which the publicly aired charges 
were 
given, its 
personnel 
wondering 


whether the investigation has been per- 
manently shelved, or whether it will be 
revived after the November ballots are 
counted. 
It is an unhealthy situation, 


one which Governor Heil ought not to 
allow. 
If the investigation was proper 


earlier it is proper now. If the governor 
feels that it was a mistake, that the evi- 
dence does not warrant continuing, he 
should say so 


State conservation officials have a right 


to expect this. The people of Wisconsin, 
interested m getting efficient performance 
from the state conservation organi/ation, 
also have z right to expect it 


ante nations'like Hungary and Rumania. 
Fortunately the constitution provided • 
means to settle such disputes although the 
fact that our fathers foresaw them indi- 
cates the sagacity that prevailed when 
1he constitution was written. 


Here is a natural controversy which 


'nvoJves the eternal stumbling of men, 
the honest work of hands that became 
clumsy, and yet this very error would 
elsewhere have produced long continuing 
bloodshed and raising a feud to be set- 
lied every generation or two on 1he bat- 
tlefield and then unsettled while the na- 
tions involved prepared for more war. 


Since the land involved now belongs 


to Texas it becomes part of that state's 
public free school land but to so segregate 
it would create a rankling injustice to 
the innocent people who have long lived 
upon ind cultivated it. The strip is worth 
approximately $600,000 but the state of 
Texas lias ordered it to be sold to those 
who live upon it at the nominal sum of 
one dollar an acre. 


Let us continue to adjust our griev- 


ances with our intellects instead of the 
forces our brutality may create. 


After the Jew the Pole

Stiange as it may appear in its re- 


fle'~!ion upon human intelligence, the fore- 
going is a very sound principle by which 
men ?nd parties maintain themselves in 
power, position or office. 


Nor is there the marked difference one 


might expect between a totalitarian gov- 
ernment and a democracy as we have 
come to know it. The difference will be 
found to be in degree only. In the Hitler 
form of government certain nationalities 
are singled out for chastisement. 
They 


are thp ones that happen for the moment 
to be handy. First it was the Jew. But 
when the Jew gave out, was stripped and 
rendered defenseless the Pole was moved 
up to first place. 


To read Goering's recent address 
<o 


the Gferman people advising them how and 
in exactly what manner to hate and de- 
test the Pole is unbelievably sad but it 
runs true to form. 
And it isn't as far 


from America as the reader may think. 
Telling 1he German never to make a com- 
rade of the Pole but to put him under 
foot and keep him there is artfully de- 
signed for the purpose of creating in the 
humble German a pride to the point of 
exultation. And when pride becomes ex- 
aggerated to that point it has curdled into 
as filthy and detestable an emulsion a? 
humanity ever produced. 


But the Nazi leaders are sly. They ap- 


preciate something the humble German 
does not understand. They know that by 
creating this chasm between the German 
peasant and the Polrsh peasant they are 
erecting a sort of solidarity among the 
Germans that inevitably looks to them 
not only for leadership but in gratitude 
for protection from an enemy that never 
existed. 


A reviewer has referred to this Goer- 


ing speech as exhibiting "An incredible 
arrogance to the point of hatred and de- 
testation of all other people," and says 
that, it is the doctrine carefully taught 
to the Hitler Youth for some time. 
Pe- 


volting as this method of government 
may soem to a great many Americans, it 
shouM not be forgotten that historians are 
agreed in the conclusion that there is one 
form cf bestial instruction even worse in 
the poison of lasting nature it brews, and 
that is class warfare. 


So while we look with the shaded eyps 


of contempt upon Nazi principles of hai- 
red perhaps we should reserve at least a 
little squint for the method that have pre- 
vailed in our own country, and were 
brought into existence for exactly 
fhe 


same reason that similar methods are em- 
ployed in Germany,—the preservation and 
extension of power.

Washington—The president and mop-browed 


John L. Lewis have patched up their differenc- 
es. The CIO chief will make a statement, prob- 
ably on Saturday when he addresses the con- 
•Vention of the United Federal Workers in Wash- 
ington, endorsing Roosevelt and urging labor 
to support him at the polls. 


The peace—or truce—was reached at a re- 


cent secret White House conference, which re- 
quired a month of maneuvering by mutual 
friends to arrange. Lewis was willing, in fact 
very eager to be invited to call, but Roosevelt 
definitely was not. 


He knew he had the top CIO chiefs and prac- 


tically every CIO union behind him, so he saw 
no reason to go out of his way to honey up Lew- 
is. He told the self-appointed intermediaries 
that Lewis could get r\ White House appoint- 
ment any time he wanted it, but he would 
have to do the asking. 


But that was exactly what Lewis did not want 


to do. In the past, when leaving a White House 
conference, he has never failed to stress on 
newsmen that he was invited to call. So he 
firmly insisted on this face-saver. Roosevelt 
was equally firm in refusing to grant it. 


Kindly, astute Bishop Sheil of Chicago, inti- 


mate aide of the late Cardinal Mundelein and a 
warm friend of both men, finally proposed a 
compromise: Roosevelt would extend the invi- 
tation, but Lewis would come informally to the 
residence part of the White House, not to the 
executive offices. Thus the meeting would not 
be ccvered by newsmen. This was acceptable 
and General "Pa" Watson, White House secre- 
tary, telephoned Lewis to call on the president 
at 6 p. m. The talk took place in the~Oval Room, 
the president's study, on the second floor of the 
White House. 


Both men were friendly, but frank. 
Addressing Lewis as "John," Roosevelt said 


he was willing to let by-gones be by-gones, but 
that hencefoith Lewis should come to him per- 
sonally whenever he had some complaint to 
make. Lewis could always get an appointment 
and there was no need for rhetorical fireworks. 


"You 
and I know, John," the president said, 


"that in our hearts we both are working for 
the same thing—the greatest good for the largest 
number. We don't have to shout at one another. 
When you have something on your mind, you 
come direct to me about it. The door is always 
open." 


Lewis agreed there was no reason why they 


couldn't "get together," and Roosevelt could 
make a start by doing something about firms 
getting defense contracts who are hostile to la- 
bor. "You can make these big corporations com- 
ply with the National Labor Relations Act and 
other N«w Deal labor reforms," Lewis said. 


"We ate doing just that," replied Roosevelt. 


"In a few days the defense commission will of- 
ficially lay down a set of basic rules that will 
not only piotect labor to the hilt, but also agri- 
culture, the consumer and the taxpayer. These 
rules were drafted by Sidney Hillman and they 
are going the whole way." (The rules were sent 
to congress a few days later.) 


"What about such firms as Bethlehem Steel," 


said Lewis, "one of the worst enemies of labor 
and the New Deal? Bethlehem has been awaru- 
ed some of the largest defense contracts." 


x"Yes, but what can you do?" demanded Roose- 


velt, in effect. "We've got to have these ships 
and we have to use the plants available. Bethle- 
hem has received big orders, but it's toeing the 
mark in meeting the law. HiJlman and his labor 
advisoiy board are scetmg to that." 


The piesident told Lewis that he planned boon 


to call a national unemployment conference of 
labor, business and farm leaders. This is a pet 
scheme of Lewis' and as a conciliatory gesture 
toward him, it was included as a plank in the 
Democratic platform. Roosevelt also imparted 
to Lewis that he expected to re-appoint J. War- 
ren Madden as chairman of the National Labor 
Relations boaid, which Lewis has been strong- 
ly urging. 


As the two men shook hands, Roosevelt said, 


"Well, John, we fought shoulder-to-shoulder in 
1936 and I hope you'll be in there fighting for us 
again this year." 


"Yes, I'll be on your side," Lewis replied. "Tfie

founded in the belief that work is 
better than a dole. Most Americans 
still think so. 


But there is another equally good 


reason lor a public works program, 
and that is that there are a great 
many things that need to be done 
to build up the nation. 


It is necessary that there be an 


extensive public works program in 
America. This is so whether there 
is unemployment or full employ- 
ment. It is only good sense how- 
ever, to speed up and extend this 
program at a time when there are 
many men who cannot be absorbed 
into private employment. 


During the past few years the 


public 
works 
and 
construction 


schedules 
have 
been 
telescoped 


with the result that building pro- 
grams in some parts of the country 
have been set ahead several years. 


This is all to the good. We get 


the improvements sooner than they 
would otherwise be available and 
we extend employment at a time 
when it is most needed. 


The truth is, however, that the 


magnitude of the 
recent 
public 


works program is more apparent 
than real. What has happened is a 
proper and necessary transfer of 
much of the public improvement 
work from local to a federal tax 
basis. In this way relief has been 
afforded to local communities and 
the public has derived a third ma- 
jor benefit from the WPA program. 


There has been much criticism 


of the WPA from quarters unsym- 
pathetic with the administration. It 
is said that the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds and the increase in the 
public debt has weakened the na- 
tion so that we are the less pre- 
pared to incur the expenses of na- 
tional defense. 


The truth is that exactly the op- 


posite is the case. Our strength or 
weakness in the face of an inter- 
national crisis such 'as the one we 
are now facing has nothing to do 
with the local, internal debt of the 
nation. It has a great deal to do 
with our industrial productivity, 
the skill and morale of our work- 
ers and the physical and tangible 
equipment which can be utilized 
for defense purposes. 


In days of motorized armies it 


should not require much argument 
to demonstrate that we are in a 
much stronger position by reason 
of the four-billion dollar investment 
during the past seven years in pav- 
ed highways and streets.

are: to construct a flying submarine, to drop 
pebbles on the enemy, and to create an artificial 
fog over London.

Princeton, N. J.—The third state- 


by-state survey of the American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion—conduct- 
ed in the month between Wendell 
L. Willkie's acceptance speech at 
Elwood and the start of his active 
campaign this week—reveals sink- 
ing nation-wide gains in the strength 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


Not 
only has President Roo- 


sevelt 
taken 
the 
lead 
away 


from Mr. Willkie at this stage of 
the race, but the President's major- 
ity would likely be of landslide pro- 
portions if an election were held to- 
day, the Institute survey indicates. 


Completed returns 
from every 


state in the Union show President 
Roosevelt ahead in 38 states with a 
combined total of 453 votes in the 
electoral college. Mr. Willkie, lead- 
ing in 10 states, has 78 electoral 
votes. 


In Wisconsin the survey found 51 


per cent for Roosevelt, with 49 per 
cent for Willkie. 


The survey offers 
an interesting 


measurement of the progress of the 
Democratic and 
Republican 
cam- 


paigns to date. As in the past. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has gained ground 
with the voters following an intense 
flare-up in the European war. The

The answer to the question of 


whether it is proper that ushers 
wear gloves with their tuxedos at 
an evening wedding is. according 
to all rules of precept, "No!"

he belongs on time. Late for meals, late for school, late coming home, 
late for bedtime. 


"In the morning it is hard to get him out of bed. Once roused, some- 


times hauled 9ut, he sits on the edge of the bed and seems to go to sleep 
again with his eyes open, for he makes no movement toward getting 
washed and dressed. By sheer push and shove he is sent on his way to 
school where he behaves the same way. 


"He is thirteen years old now and this has been going on for the past 


two years. He was never what one would call quick, but he used to make 
some effort. Now he makes none. We scold and scold, finally we slap him, 
or even give him a whipping. We might Just as well not. He cries and 
begs and promises, and begins all over again." 


Case for the Doctor 


Take him to a doctor who understands the growth of children. The

DIAGNOSIS: 


A generation ago medical schools 


used to teach that syphilis is here- 
ditary. It was even in our medical 
extbooks. 


But we know now that they Were 


ivrong, so our medical schools def- 
nitely teach the younger men that 
yphilis is NOT inherited. 
"Then how do you account for 


he fact that a baby may be born 
with a full blown case of this dis-

Can Syphilis Be Inherited 


A child cannot be born syphili- 


tic if its mother does not have the 
disease. Thus, it cannot inherit the 
disease, even though its father may 
have four plus 
Wassermann and 


Kahn tests. 


If the disease 
were hereditary, 


however, a father could bequeath 
syphilis 
to 
his 
children 
even 


though their mother were pure and 
uninfested. That is now known to 
be an impossibility, so don't let 
anybody delude you 
by contrary 


statements. 


Congenital Vs. Acquired Disease 
A baby may be born with measles 


or chickenpox, providing his moth- 
er happens to have one of those dis- 
eases at the time of its birth. The 
disease germs are simply so tiny 
that they filter through into the 
baby's separate circulation and in- 
fect it. 


Babies have their own separate 


and distinct blood 
vessels. Their

Syphilis is contagious when the 


victim is in the first or second 
stages. These include the localized 
lesion called a chancre, and the skin 
eruptions or sore throat stage. 


Old cases of syphilis are termed 


the third stage, wherein the disease 
is not likely to be dangerous to oth- 
ers, even the victim's wife or hus- 
band. 


The germs then are in the blood 


stream and possibly the nervous 
system, but are not on the surface 
of the body where they can con- 
taminate innocent persons. 


Syphilis can be cured, so don't

treatment.

least a year of regular treatments, 
however, so don't think this is a 
trivial ailment. 


Syphilis and gonorrhea are sep- 


arate and very different germ dis- 
eases. Yoy can have one and not 
the other, but it is also possible 
to have both.

elderly people without throwing 
them into the poorhouse." 


Those, he said, were some of the 


instruments designed to meet new 
conditions. 


Drifting back to what he called a 


conflict between the views of Alex- 
ander Hamilton and Thomas Jef- 
ferson in the early days of the re- 
public, Mr. Roosevelt said Hamilton 
sincerely believed in the superior- 
ity of government by a small group 
of public-spirited and usually weal- 
thy citizens. 


Jefferson, he said, advocated gov- 


ernment by representatives of all 
the people. And it was to Jeffer- 
son's belief that the chief executive 
subscribed, because Jefferson "re- 
cognized that it was our system of 
free, unhampered elections which 
was the surest guaranty of popular 
government." 


"On candidates and on election 


issues," 
Mr. Roosevelt said, 
"I 


would rather trust the aggregate 
judgment of all the people in a fac- 
tory—the president, 
all the vice 


presidents, the board of directors, 
the managers, the foremen, plus all 
the laborers—rather than the judg- 
ment of the few who may be finan- 
cially interested.' 


He cited what had happened in 


Germany. 


A decade ago he said, Germans 


were willing to lend an ear to a 
new cult called "nazism." he de- 
scribed 
that cult as a minority 


group 
professing 
extraordinary 


patriotism and offering bread and 
shelter 
and 
better 
government 


through the rule of a handful of 
people boasting of special aptitude 
for government. 


Nothing was said in Germany 


about abolishing free elections, he 
said, and many people of large 
business affairs allied themselves 
politically and economically wij,h 
the cult. 


"You and I know the subsequent 


history of Germany," Mr. Roosevelt 
declared. "The right of free elec- 
tions and the free choice of heads 
of government were suddenly wip- 
ed out by a new regime, still pro- 
fessing the same purity of purpose. 


"It is a travesty on fact to claim 


that there is any free choice of 
public officials in that nation today, 
or that there ever has been once 
since 1933." 


The president had just received 


an honorary degree of doctor of 
laws from the university. 


"The very foundation of this uni- 


versity," he said, "was concerned 
with freedom of religious teaching, 
and with free

The league maintained that city 


and village streets carry more than 
one third of all auto traffic in the 
state, but that only 6 per cent of 
he revenue realized from the tax- 
ation of such traffic is returned to 
.he localities. 


"Streets costs in cities and vil- 


ages are higher than for any other 
m u n i c i p a l 
department 
except 


schools, and because so little high- 
way revenues are returned, the re- 
sult is a heavy burden on general 
property taxpayers. Even so, cities 
and villages cannot afford to keep 
local streets in proper condition," 
the league said. 


Claim Discrimination 


The league figures claimed th a t 


state highways carry 49 per cent 
of the total traffic while they get 
62 per cent of total revenues, that 
county highways carry only 9 per 
cent of the traffic and get 18 per 
cent, and that town roads carry only 
6 per cent, while they get 14 per 
cent. 


Thus, the league indicated, other 


units of government are discrim- 
inating against city and village gov- 
ernments. 


"The average motorist, whether 


Wisconsin resident or tourist, is not 
interested in which unit of govern- 
ment controls the highways he uses 
He merely wants the money he pays 
as gasoline taxes and licenses to 
be used to provide adequate sur- 
faces wherever he travels", the lea- 
gue declared.

Is Important Defense Factor

Chicago, ill.—in speaking to and talking with the national association 


of motor bus operators, I learned something to add to the many things I 
do not know. 


This country is now a gridiron of motor roads. A considerable part of 


its passengers and freight transportation moves over these rads in auto- 


motive vehicles. 


Whatever may be the fairness to the railroad net- 


works of the low tax and roadbed costs to these com- 
petitors of theirs, this system is a very necessary part 
of our national machinery for transportation in both 
peace and war. 


Hitler has shown the necessity for the highest per- 


fection in swift, motorized movements of army units. 
Our government has belatedly recognized it. We are 
getting ready to spend vast sums to motorize our ar- 
my. Doubtless we will soon be adding to our public 
highway system a new networks of "strategic roads"— 
feeder highways into -areas that may be threatened 
and are not now well equipped for quick transporta- 
tion of masses of men and supplies.

He suggested a "shuttle sys- 
tem ' whereby the army motor 
transport is to take part of an army 
forward and then go back for the 
rest. 


If it only took half on a trip that 


would cut army speed by two- 
thhds. Why should there not DC 
added to that plan, wherever pop- 
sible, complete utilization in both 
peace and war of our splendid ex- 
isting civilian motor transport sys- 
tem — not merely for carriage, but 
lor maintenance of service? To do 
that requires experimental experi- 
ence While in an emergency all 
such transport would surely be sud- 
denly commandeered and used in 
helter-skelter fashion, it is as im- 
portant to get a smoothly working 
operation by peacetime practice as 
it is to have experimental maneuv- 
ers with the national guard. 


Is anything like that being done7 


On the contrary, because the quar- 
termaster general of the army has 
a "joint military passenger agree- 
ment" with the railroads which is 
practically exclusive of the use of 
automotive transport, it is only in 
very rare cases that the civilian au- 
tomotive systems can be used for 
the transportation of troops 


One reason advanced by the quar- 


termaster general for 
refusal 
to 


change that bone-headed senility, is 


that the "Joint military passenger 
agreements have been in effect be- 
tween the railroads and the war and 
navy departments for over a quar- 
ter of a century." 


So had 
the 
French military 


methods which the German swift 
moving -motorized attack smashed 
in a few weeks, been used for over 
a "quarter of a century." This rea- 
son, reveals the typical dry rot of 
the crustacean bureaucracy which 
is so dangerous in this swiftly mov- 
ing warlike world. We must have 
our railroad network for military 
efficiency and you can't keep it up 
without giving it business. But we 
also need for automotive network 
and we can't reconcile that with a 
railroad 
monopoly.
